“This comes at a very good time,” 
he added. 

Davis purchased his winning “easy 
pick” ticket at 7-Eleven in Grayling.

Frederic Twp. holds public forum 
on ambulance intercept costs

An informational public forum has 
been scheduled at the Frederic 
Township Hall on Tuesday, Jan. 18, at 
7 p.m, to discuss billing and funding 
procedures for township ambulance 
Services, 

Township Supervisor Brian Hulbert 
said township residents have 
questioned receiving ambulance 
service bills when the township 
recently passed two mills to pay for 
fire and ambulance service. 

Hulbert said Frederic Township 
ambulance services are covered by the 
millage, but when there is an intercept 
by North FlightEMS, aseparate bill is 
sent to the patient by North Flight. 

Hulbert said North Flight intercepts 
become necessary, and are mandated 
by the Crawford County Medical 
Control Board, when medical 
conditions exist that Frederic 
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volunteers are not trained to handle. 

“If we werc to upgrade our volunteer 
ambulance crew and equipment to 
handle those situations, it would cost 
at Icast $50,000 in (training and 
equipment,” Hulbert said. “And, we'd 
have to pay a full-time technician. It 
would no longer be a volunteer 
service,” 

Hulbert explained in situations that 
may necessitate the need foradvanced 
life support, North Flight EMS is also 
dispatched, usually resulting in an 
intercept. A long listof those situations 
exists and includes possible heart 
attack, difficulty in breathing, stabbing 
or shooting, and motor vehicle 
accidents that involve head injuries or 
entrapment of victims. 

Currently, the Frederic ambulance 
canrun withonly two peopic on board, 
although a crew of three is preferred. 
One of the crew must be a certified 
Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT) and the other must be at least a 


Medical First Responder (MFR). 

One possible solution to paying the 
North Flight bills that Hulbert will 
present atthe public forum, is to submit 
Frederic ambulance costs to medical 
insurance providers on every 
ambulance run. Between the millage 
and insurance payments, Hulbertsaid, 
all North Flight intercept services could 
probably be covered, even for those 
who do not have ambulance insurance 
coverage. 

“We called all the townships in 
Crawford and Roscommon counties,” 
Hulbert said. “Markey Township is 
the only one who does not submit 
ambulance services to insurance 
carriers. Allthe others do, even if they 
have millages. If we do it, we should 
be able to build a fund that would 
cover North Flight bills foreveryone.” 

The Frederic Volunteer Fire 
Department and Ambulance Service 
is also under contract to provide 
services to Maple Forest Township.

CASD superintendent ‘satisfied’ 
with state school reform plan

After months of debate in the 
Michigan Legislature, a school finance 
reform package is finally in place. In 
fact, woreform packages arc in place. 

Michigan voters will have an 
opportunity to vote on the first plan 
March 15. If it fails, a separate plan 
will go into effectautomatically. Each 
is designed to provide over $10 billion 
in annual education revenues. 

Both plans includea five-year phase 
in period that will gradually increase 
student grants in Michigan school 
districts until they reach the basic grant 
level, The $5,000 level can change 
each year basedon a formulaof change 
in school aid fund revenues from the 
prior year and the change in number of 
students from the prior year. 

Crawford-AuSable School District 
(CASD) Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds is optomistic about both 
plans. 


“Our funding per student will 
increase the first year from $3,775 to 
$4,200,” Reynolds said. ‘After 
catagorical expenses are deducted 
we’ ll see an increase of about $202 per 
student. That will allow us to add 
some programs.” 

Reynolds said the per student basic 
grant increase for the second year of 
either plan would be about $387 more 
than the previous year. With a 
projected needs per student figure of 
$800 above today’s grant, Reynolds 
said programs that have to be 
implemented will be covered while 
others that CASD would like to 
implement can be done in priority 
order over several years, 

Catagorical expenses at CASD 
include staff retirement and social 


security, and for the first time in many 
years, a budget deficit. 

The main features of the ballot 
proposal include a sales tax increase 
from four percent to six percent, a 
decrease in real and property taxes to

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Commissioners move to resolve conflicts 


At least one county commissioner 
has scemingly resolved a possible 
conflict of interest, as board members 
issued statements of disclosure during 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners organizational 
meeting on Jan. 5, 

Chairman Dennis Long had 
previously challenged board members, 
at the Dec. 15 meeting, to resolve any 
possible conflicts of interest. Long 
satd these perceived conflicts do not 
have to be “illegal, immoral or 
unethical,” but those which may give 
the appearance of conflicting interests. 

During the Jan. 5 meeting, 
commissioners William Coy and 
Robert Smock Jr. both disclosed 
possible conflicts. Coy is under 
contract as an assessor for Lovells 
Township. 


Smock ts the director of New Life 
Community Services, which contracts 
with Community Correctional 
Services, Northern Michigan 
Substance Abuse Services and Probate 
Court Child Care. These were listed as 
possible conflicts duc to state and 
federal funding for the programs, 
according to Smock. 

During the mecting, Smock asked 
why commissioner Robert McLachlan 
did not make similar disclosure 
statements, McLachlan is the fonner 
owner of Milltown Refuse, which he 
sold to Cily Environmental Services 
Inc. of Waters (CES W) in February of 
1992, and was retained by CES W as 
aconsultant, 

“Did you hear me announce 
anything? ,” Mclachlan said in 
response to comments by Smock. 


“I’m no longer a consultant or 
retained by City Environmental,” he 
said later. 

After the mecting, Long said 
Mclachlan did formally inform him 
he had resolved what the board 
members may have considered a 
possible conflict of interest. 

“Outof the men I highlighted (at the 
Dec. 15 meeting), McLachlan has 
resolved his possible conflicts,” Long 
said. “McLachlan is the only one I 
focused on to do so.” 

During the meeting, commissioners 
elected their chairman and vice-chair, 
Long was the only board member 
nominated for chairman, and was re- 
elected by a unanimous vote. 

There was not, however, a 
unanimous vote for vice-chair, a 
position that McLachlan held during

Crawford County unemployment 
statistics through November show 
1993 was a good year for the local 
work-force. 

According to statistics provided by 
Dan Lopez, a Michigan Employment

Michigan’s lower peninsula, Crawford 
County had a 6.8 percent average 
uncmployment rate in 1993, down 
from an average rate of 7.5 percent in 
1992. 

January was the highest month of 
uncmployment in Crawford County, 
according to Lopez, with 575 
unemployed to 6,250 employed. 
August had the county's lowest 
unemployment rate with 375 
unemployed and 7,425 employed. 

Lopez said the service product 
industry showed the greatest 
employment gain in the county, 
Starting the ycar at 3,450 employees, 
growing to 3,975 in July and closing 
out the ycar at 3,700 employees. 

Compared to neighboring Ogemaw 


County, which has about the same size 
labor force, Crawford County appears 
to be doing well with lower 
unemployment, but experiencing a 
slower growth rate. 

Ogemaw County had an average 
1992 unemployment rate of 12.3 
percent, In 1993 that rate fell to 10.1 
percent, a 2.2 percent decrease 
compared to a .7 percent decrease in 
Crawford County. 

“All Northern Michigan counties, 
including Crawford County, are 
following a statewide trend,” Lopez 
said. 

“Michigan’s work force is 
completing one of its strongest years 
in recent history,” according to F. 
Robert Edwards, MESC Director. 


Michigan's scasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate fell below the 
national rate four times in 1993 --- 
February, March, Apriland August. It 
was even with the national rate twice, 
during January and September, 
Edwards said. 

“It has been nearly 30 years since 
Michigan’s unemployment rate has 
come close to matching what it did 
this year in comparison to the national 
ratc,” Edwards said. “In fact, it has 
been 4 years since Michigan’s jobless 
rate has been below the national rate 
for even a single month.” 

Through November, both Michigan 
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|County unemployment drops in 1993 


percentage points from the state's 1992 
average of 8.8 percent, Edwards added. 

Employmentin Michigan is growing 
at a faster pace than in the nation as a 
whole, Edwards said. Nationally, 1993 
employment is up by 1.3 percent 
through November, less than half the 
state growth rate. 

“Employment growth has occurred 
in many industrics,” Edwards noted, 
“although several sectors such as 
construction, retail trade and the 
service industries are leading the way 
with good increases over their year 
ago levels.”

Beneath the Surface 

In the book The Quest published by 
the Unity Movement Advisory 
Council, we read, “Much of the Old 
Testament is the story of the children 
of Isracl, symbolic of us, in their 
struggle to find the Promised Land. 
Breaking their bondage to the 
Egyptians is our story as we struggle 
to break our bondage ‘9 our human 
shortcomings so that we can begin our 
joumcy into spirit. As didthe Israclites, 
we, too, have wandered in the desert 
looking for our home. Our desert is 
the barren wasteland of our dead-end 
thinking which we stumble through as 
we look toreconnect with God.” Mere 
knowledge of the Nteral text of the 
Bible has no power to bring us any 
closer to knowing God as a living 
Presence expressing through us. In 
viewing it merely intellectually, we 
miss the Bible’s greatest messages: 
those spiritual lessons that lic 
camouflaged in its characters, events 
and symbols, For example, there is a 
verse in Luke 22:36 which reads, “And

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the one who has no sword must sell his 
cloak and buy one.” At the surface of 
literal interpretations this seems to 
support the concept of self defense 
and the bearing of arms. Yet, a few 
verses later Jesus rebukes his disciples 
for using their swords. “Those who 
live by the sword, will die by the 
sword.” The truth lies beneath the 
surface. 

In another teaching, Jesus spoke of 
the danger of “Putting a new patch on 
an old garment.” He was saying that 
his teachings would never serve as a 
patch on an old, wom-out way of 
thinking, In another parable he telis a 
story of a person who finds an 
extremely valuable gem in a ficld and 
then sells everything he owns in order 
to purchase the field and thus take 
ownership of the gem. It becomes 
evident that the cloak Jesus is 
admonishing his disciples to sell is 
their old way of thinking. And the 
sword they are to purchase is the 
awareness of the movement of Spirit 
within their consciousness. When
